retary of state shall act.qs.. governor until the-vacancy shall 
be filled, or the disability shall cease. | 

See. 9. The lieutenant governor shall receive double the 
per diem allowance of members of the senate, for every 
day’s attendance as president of the senate, and the same 
mileage as shall be allowed to members of the legislature. 

Sec. 10. Every bill which shall have passed the legisla- 
ture shail, before it becomes a law, be presented to the gov- 
ernor, If he approve, he shall sign it; but if not, he shall 
return it, with his objections, to that house in which it shall 
have originated, who shall enter the objections at large upon 
the journal, and proceed to re-consider it. If, after such re- 
consideration, two-thirds of the members present shall agree 
to pass the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections 
tu the other house, by which it shall likewise be re-consid- 
ered, and if approved by two-thirds of the members present, 
it shall become a law. But in all such cases, the votes of 
both houses shall be determined by yeas and nays, and the 
names of the members voting for or against the bill shall be 
entered on the journal of each house respectively, If any 
bill shall not be returned by the governor within three days 
(Sundays excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law, unless the legislature shall, by their 
adjournment, prevent its return; in which case it shall not 
be a law. 


ARTICLE Vf. 
ADMINISTRATIVE, 


Section 1. There shall be chosen by the qualified electors of 
the state, at the times and places of choosing the members of 
the legislature, a secretary of state, treasurer, and an attorney 
general, who shall severally hold their offices for the term of 
two years. 

Sec. 2. The secretary of state shall keep a fair record of the 
official acts of the legislature and executive department of the 
state, and shall, when required, lay the same and all matters 
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relative thereto before either branch of the legislature. He shall 
be ex-officio auditor, and’ shall perform ‘such other duties as 
shall be assigned him by law, He’ shall receive as a-compen- 
sation for his services, yearly, such sum as shall “be ‘provided 
by law, and shall keép his office at the seat of goverimmént. 

Sec. 3. The powers; duties, and compensation of the treas- 
urer and attotney general stiall bă prescribed by law. 

Sec. 4. Sheriffs, coroners, tepisters of deeds, and district-at- 
torneys shall be chosen by the electors of the respective coun- 
ties, once in every two years, and as often as vacancies ‘shall 
happen. Sheriffs shall hold no other office, and be ineligible for 
two years next succeeding the termination of their offices. 
They may be required by law to renew their security from time 
to time ; and in default of giving ‘such new security, their off- 
ces shall be deemed vacant. But the county shall never be 
made responsible for the acts of the sheriff. The governor 
may remove any officer in this section mentioned, giving to such 
officer a copy of the charges against him, and an opportunity 
of being heard in his defence. 


ARTICLE VII. 


JUDICIARY. 


Section 1. ‘The court for the trial of impeachments shall be 
composed of the senate. The house of representatives shall 
have the power of impeaching all civil officers of this state, tor . 
corrupt conduct in office, or for crimes and misdemeanors ; but 
a majority of all the members elected shall concur in an im- 
peachment. On the trial of an impeachment against the gov- 
ernor, the lieutenant governor shall not act as a member of the 
court. No judicial officer shall. exercise his office after he shall 
have been impeached, until his acquittal. Before the trial of an 
impeachment, the members of the court shall take an oath or 
affirmation truly and impartially to try the impeachment, ac- 
cording to evidence; and no person shall be convicted without 
the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. Judg- 
ment in cases ofi mpeachment shall not extend urther than to re- 
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moval from office, or removal from office and disqualification to 
hold any office of honor, profit, or trust under the state ; but the 
parly impeached shall be liable to indictment, trial, and punish- 
ment, according to law. 

Sec. 2. The judicial powerof this state, both as to matters of 
law and equity, shall be vested in a supreme court,circuit courts, 
courts of probate, and in justices of the peace. The legislature 
may also vest such jurisdiction as shall be deemed necessary in 
municipal courts, and shall have power to establish inferior courts 
m the several counties, with limited civil and criminal jurisdiction. 
Provided, That the jurisdiction which may be vested in muni- 
cipal courts shall not exceed, in their respective municipalities, 
that of circuit courts in their respective circuits, as prescribed 
in this constitution : and that the legislature shall provide as well 
for the election of judges of the municipal courts as of the judges 
of inferior courts, by the qualified electors of the respective ju- 
risdictions. The term of office of the judges of the said mu- 
nicipal and inferior courts shall not be longer than that of the 
judges of the circuit court. 

Sec. 3. The supreme court, except in cases otherwise provi- 
ded in this constitution, shall have appellate jurisdiction only, 
which shall be co-extensive with the state; but in no case re- 
moved to the supreme court, shall a trial by jury be allowed. 
The supreme court shall have a general superintending control 
over all inferior courts; it shall have power to issue writs of 
habeas corpus, mandamus, injunction, quo warranto, certiorari, 
and other original and remedial writs, and to hear and determine 
the same. 

Sec, 4. For the term of five years, and thereafter until the 
legisiature shall otherwise provide, the judges of the several cir- 
ewt courts shall be judges of the supreme court, four of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, and the concurrence of a majority of 
the judges present shall be necessary to a decision. The legis- 
lature shall have power, if they should think it expedient and 
necessary, to provide by law for the organization of a separate 
supreme court, with the jurisdiction and powers prescribed in 
this constitution, to consist of one chief justice and two associ- 
ate Justices, to be elected by the qualified electors of the state, 
at such time and in such manner as the legislature may provide. 
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The separate supreme court, when so organized, shall not be 


changed or discontinued by the legislature ; the judges thereof 
shall be so classified that but one of them shall go out of office 


at the same time, and their term of office shall be the same as 
is provided for the judges of the circuit court. And whenever 
the legislature may consider it necessary to establish a separate 
supreme court,they shall have power to reduce the number of cir- 
cuit court judges to four,and- subdivide the judicial circuits, but no 
such subdivision or reduction shall take effect until after the ex- 
piration of the term of some one of the said jucges, for till a 
vacancy occur by some other means. 

Sec. 5. The state sha!l be divided into five judicial circuits, 
to be composed as follows: The first circuit shall comprise the 
counties of Racine, Walworth. Rock, and Green. ‘Phe second 
circuit, the countics of Milwaukee, Waukesha, Jefferson, and 
Dane. The third circuit, the counties of Washington, Dodge, 
Columbia, Marquette, Sauk, and Portage. The fourth circuit, 
the counties of Brown, Manitowoc, Sheboygan, Fond du Lac, 
Winnebago, and Calumet. And the fifth cireuit shall comprise 
the counties of Iowa, LaFayette, Grant, Crawford, and St. 
Croix, and the county of Richland shall be attached to Iowa, 
the county of Chippewa to the county of Crawford, and the 
county of La Pointe to the county of St. Croix, for judicia] 
purposes, until otherwise provided by the legislature. 

See. 6. The legislature may alter the limits, or increase the 
number of circuits, making them as compact and convenient as 
practicable, and bounding them by county lines, but no such 
alteration or increase shall have the effect to remove a judge 
from office. In case of an increase of circuits, the judge or 
judges shall be elected as provided in this constitution, and re, 
ceive a salary not less than that herein provided for judges of 
the circuit court. 


l Sec. 7. For each circuit there shall be a judge chosen by the 
qualified electors therein, who shall hold his office as is provi- 
ded in this constitution, and until his suecessor shall be chosen_ 
and qualified ; and after he shall have been elected, he shall re. 
side in the cireuit for which he was elected. One of said judg- 
es shall be designated as chief justice,-in such manner as the 
legislature shall provide, And the legislature shall, at its first 
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session, provide by law, as well for the election of, us for classi- 
fying the judges of the circuit court, to be elected under this 
constitution, in such manner that one of said judges shall go out 
of office in two years, one in three years, one in four years, one 
in five years, and one in six years, and thereafter the judge elec- 
ted to fill the office shall hold the same for six years. 

Sec. 8. The errcuit courts shall have original jurisdiction in 
all matters, civil and criminal, within this state, not excepted in 
this constitution, and not hereafter prohibited by law, and appel- 
late jurisdiction from all inferior courts and tribunals, and a su- 
pervisory control over the same. They shall also have the 
power to issue writs of habeas corpus, mandamus, injunction, 
quo warranto, certiorari, and all other writs necessary to carry 
into effect their orders, judgments, and decrees, and give them a 
general control over inferior courts and jurisdictions. 

Sec. 9. When a vacancy shall happen in the office of judge 
of the supreme or circuit courts, such vacancy shall be filed by 
an appointment of the Governor, which shall continue until a 
successor is elected and qualified; and when elected, such suc- 
cessor shall hold his office the residue of the unexpired term. 
There shall be no election for a judge or judges at any general 
election for state or county officers, nor within thirty days either 
before or after such election. 

Sec. 10. Each of the judges of the supreme and circuit 
courts shall receive a salary, payable quarterly, of not less than 
one thousand, five hundred dollars annually ; they shall receive 
no fees of office, or other compensation than their salaries ; 
they shall hold no office of public trust, except a judicial office, 
during the term for which they are respectively elected, and all 
votes for either of them, for any office except a judicial office, 
given by the legislature or the people, shall be void. No per- 
son shall be eligible to the office of judge, who shall not, at the 
time of his election, be a citizen of the United States, and have 
attained the age of twenty-five years, and be a qualified elector 
within the jurisdiction for which he may be chosen. 

Sec. 11. The supreme court shall hold at least one term an- 
nually, at .the seat of government of the state, at such time as 
shall be provided by law, and the legislature may provide for 
holding other terms, and at other places, when they may deem 
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it necessary. A circuit court shall be held at least twice in each 
year, in each county of this state, organized for judicial purpo- 
ses. The judges of the circuit court may hold courts for each 
other, and shall do so when required by law. 

Sec. 12. There shall be a clerk of the circuit court chosen i in 
each county organized for judicial purposes, by the qualified 
electors thereof, who shall hold his office for two years, subject 
to removal, as shall be provided by law. In case of a vacancy, 
the judge of the circuit court shall have the power to appoint a 
clerk, until the vacancy shall be filled by an election. The 
clerk thus elected or appointed, shall give such security as the 
legislature may require ; and when elected, shall hold his office. 
for a full term. The supreme court shall appoint its own clerk, 
and the clerk of a cireuit court may be appointed clerk of the 
supreme court. 

Sec. 13, Any judge of the supreme or circuit court may 
„be removed from office by address of both houses of the leg- 
islature, if two-thirds of all the members elected to each 
house concur therein, but no removal shall be made by virtue 
of this section, unless the judge complained of shall have 
been served with a copy of the charges against him, as the 
ground of address, and shall have had an opportunity of be- 
ing heard in his defence. On the question of removal, the 
ayes and noes shall be entered on the journals. 

Sec. 14. There shall be chosen in each county, by the qual- 
ified. electors thereof, a judge of probate, who shall hold his 
office for two years, and until his successor shall be elected | 
and qualified, and whose jurisdiction, powers and duties, 
shall be prescribed by law: Provided, however, That the leg- 
islature shall have power to abolish the office of judge of 
probate in any county, and to confer probate powers upon 
such inferior courts as may be established in said county, 

Sez. 15. The electors of the several towns, at their annual 
town meetings, and thé electors of cities. and villages, at 
their charter elections, shall in such manner as the- legisla- 
ture may direct, elect justices of the peace, whose term af 
office shall be for two years, and until their successors in of- 
fice shall be elected and qualified. In case'of an election to 
fill a vacancy occurring before the expiration of a full term, 
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the justice elected shall hold for the residue of the unexpired 
term. Theirnumber and classification shall be regulated by 
law. And the tenure of two years shall in no wise interfere 
with the classification in the first instance. The justices 
thus elected shall have such civil and criminal jurisdiction 
as shall be prescribed by law. 

Sec. 16. The legislature shall pass laws for the regulation 
of tribunals of conciliation, defining their powers and duties. 
Such tribunals may be established in and “for any township, 
and shall have power to render judgment, to be obligatory 
on the parties, when they shall voluntarily submit their mat- 
ter in difference to arbitration, and agree to abide the judg- 
ment, or assent thereto in writing 

Sec. 17. The style of all writs and process shal! be, “ The 
state of Wisconsin.” All criminal prosecutions shall be 
carried on in the name ana by the authority of the same; 
and all indictments shall conclude against the peace and dig- 
nity of the state. i 

Sec. 18. The legislature shall impose a tax on all civil 
suits commenced or prosecuted in the municipal, inferior, or 
circuit courts, which shall constitute a fund to be applied to- 
ward the payment of the salary of judges. 

Sec. 19. The testimony in causes in equity, shall be taken 
in like manner as in cases at law; and the office of master 
in chancery, is hereby prohibited. 

Sec. 20. Any suitor in dny court of this state, shall have 
the right to prosecute or defend his suit either in his own 
proper person or by an attorney or agent of his choice. 

Sec, 21. The legislature shall provide by law for the spee- 
dy publication of all statute laws, and of such judicial de- 
cisions made within the state, as may be deemed expedient. 
And no general law shall be in force until published. 

Sec. 22, The legislature at its first session after the adop- 
tion of this constitution, shall provide for the appointment of 
three commissionets, whose duty it shall be to inquire into, 
revise and simplify the rules ‘of practice, pleadings, forms, 
and proceedings, and arrange a system adapted to the courts 
of record of this state, and report the same to the legislature, 
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subject to their modification and adoption: and such com. 
mission shall terminate upon the rendering of the tăi un- 
less otherwise provided by law, 

Sec, 23. The legislature may provide for the incizat 
of one or more persons in each organized county, and may 
vest in such persons such judicial powers as shall be pre- 
scribed by law: Provided, That said power shall not exceed 
that of a judge of the cirânit court at chambers.

ARTICLE VIII. 
astia 


Section 1. The rule of taxation shall be uniform, and tax- 
es shall be levied upon such property as the legislature shall 
prescribe, 

Sec. 2. No money shall be paid out of the treasury, ex- 
cept in pursuance of an appropriation by law. 

Sec. 3. The credit of the state shall never be given or 
loaned in aid of any individual, association, or corporation. 

Sec. 4. The state shall never contract any public debt, ex- 
cept in the cases and manner herein provided. 

Sec. 5. The legislature shall provide for an annual tax 
sufficient to defray the estimated expenses of the state for 
each year; and whenever the expenses of any year shall ex- 
ceed the income, the legislature shall provide for levying a 
tax for the ensuing year, sufficient with other sources of in- 
come, to pay the deficiency, as well as the estimated expen- 
ses of such ensuing year. 

Sec. 6. For the purpose of defraying FETEI expen- 
ditures, the state may contract public debts; but such debts 
shall never in the aggregate exceed one hundred thousand - 
dollars. Every such debt shall be authorized by law, for 
some purpose or purposes to be distinctly specified therein ; 
and: the vote of a majority of all the members elected to each 
house, to be taken by yeas and nays, shall be „necessary 
to the passage of such law; and every such law shall provide 
for levying an annual tax sufficient to pay the annual inte- 
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rest of such debt, and the principal within five years from the 
passage of such law; and shall specially appropriate the pro- 
ceeds of such taxes to the payment of such principal and in- 
terest; and such appropriation shall not be repealed, nor 
the taxes be postponed or diminished until the principal and. 
interest of such debt shall have been wholly paid. 

Sec. 7. The legislature may also borrow money to repel 
invasion, suppress insurrection, of defend the state in time of 
war; but the money thus raised shall be‘applied exclusively 
to the object for which the Joan was authorized, or to the re- 
payment of the debt thereby created. 

Sec. 8. On the passage in either house of the legislature, 
of any law which imposes, continues, or renews a tax, or 
creates a debt or charge, or makes, continues, or renews an 
appropriation of public or trust money, or releases, dischar- 
ges, or commutes a claim or demand of the state, the ques- 
tion shall be taken by yeas and nays, whichshall be duly en- 
tered on the journal; and three-fifths ofall the members 
elected to such house, shall in all such cases be required to 
constitute a quorum therein. i 

Sec. 9. No scrip, certificate, or other evidence of state debt 
whatsoever, shall be issued, except for such debts as are au- 
thorized by the sixth and seventh sections of this article. 

Sec. 10. The state shall never contract any debt for works 
of internal improvement, or be a party in carrying on such 
works ; but whenever grants of land or other property shall 
have been made to the state, especially dedicated by the 
graut to particular works of internal improvement, the state 
may carry on such particular works, and shall devote thereto 
the avails of such grants, and may pledge or appropriate the 
revenues derived from such works in aid of their completion. 


ARTICLE IX.. 
EMINENT DOMAIN AND PROPERTY OF THE STATE, 


Section 1. The state shall have concurrent jurisdiction on 
all rivers and lakes bordering on this state, so far as such 
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rivers or lakes shall form a common boundary to the state and 
any other state or territory now or hereafter to be formed and 
bounded by the same. And the river Mississippi and the 
navigable waters leading into the Mississippi and St. Law- | 
rence, and the carrying places between the. same, shall be 
common highways, and forever free as well.to the inhabitants 
of the state, aş to the citizens of the United States, without 
any tax, impost, pr duty therefor. 

Sec. 2. The title to all lands and other property which 
have accrued to the territory of Wisconsin, By grant, gift, 
purchase, forfeiture, escheat, or otherwise, shall vest in the | 
state of Wisconsin. 

Sec. 3.. The people of the state in their right of sovereign- 
ty, are declared to possess the ultimate property in and to all 
lands within the jurisdiction of the state ; and all larids, the 
title to which shall fail from a defect of heirs, shall revert, 
or escheat to the people.

ARTICLE X. 


EDUCATION. 


Section 1. The supervision of public instruction shall be 
vested in a state superintendent, and such other officers as 
the legislature shall direct. The state superintendent shall 
be chosen by the qualified electors of the state, in such man- 
ner as the legislature shall provide; his powers, duties, and 
compensation shall be prescribed by law. Provided, That 
his compensation shall not exceed the sum of twelve hun- 
dred dollars annually. 

Sec. 2. The proceeds of all lands that have been or here- 
after may be granted by the United States to this state, for 

educational purposes, (except the lands heretofore granted 
"for the purposes of a university,) and all moneys and the 
clear proceeds of all property that may accrue to the state by 
forfeiture or escheat, and all moneys which may be paid as 
an equivalent for exemption from military duty, and the clear 
proceeds of all fines collected in the several counties for any 
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breach of the penal laws, and all monies: arising from any 
grant to the state, where the purposes of such grant are not 
specified, and the five hundred thousand acres of land to 
which the state is entitled by the provisions of an act of con- 


. gress entitled “an act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales 


of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption rights,” approved 
the fourth day of September, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-one, and also the five per centum of the nett pro- 
ceeds of the public lands to which the state shall become en- 
titled ón her admission into the Union, (if congress shall con- 
sent to' such appropriation of the two grants last mentioned ) 
shall be set apart as a separate fund, to be called the school 
fund, the interest of which, and all other revenues derived from 
the school lands, shall be exclusively applied to the following 
objects, to wit : 

Ist. To the support and maintainance of common schools, 
in each school district, and the purchase of suitable libraries 
and appartus therefor. | 

2d. The residue shall be appropriated to the support and 
maintainance of academies and normal schools, and suitable 
libraries and apparatus therefor. 

Sec. 3. The legislature shall provide by law for the estab- 
lishment of district schools, which shall be as nearly uniform 


_as practicable, and such schools shall be free and without 


charge for tuition to all children between the ages of four 
and twenty years, and no sectarian instruction shall be al- 
lowed therein. 

Sec. 4. Each town and city shall be required to raise by 
tax, annually, for the support of common schools therein, a 
sum not less than one-half the amount received by such town 
or city respectively for school purposes, from the income of 
the school fund. 

4 Sec. 5. Provision shall be made by law for the distribution 
of the income of the school fund among the several towns 
and cities of the state, for the support of common schools 
therein, iă some just proportion to the number of children 
and youth resident therein, between the ages of four and 
twenty years, and no appropriation shall be made from the 


school fund to any city or town, for the year in which said 
~ 4 . 
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city or town shall fail to raise such tax, nor to any school dis. 
trict for the year in which a school shall not be maintained at 
least three months, 

Sec. 6. Provision shall be made by law for the salba 
of a state university,at or near the seat of state government,and 
for connecting with the same from time to time such colleges 
in different parts of the state, as the interests of education 
may require. Phe procéeds of all lands that have been or 
may heréafter Be granted by the United States to the state 
for the support of a university, shall be and remain a perpetu- 
al fund, to be called the ‘* university fund,” the interest of 
which shall be appropriated to the support of the state unis 
versity, and no sectarian instruction shall be allowed in such 
university. 

Sec. 7. The secretary of state, treasurer, and attorney gen» 
eral shalt constitute a board of commissioners for the sale 
of the school and university lands, and for the investment 
of the funds arising therefrom. Any two of said commis- 
sioners shall be a quorum for the transaction of all business 
pertaining to the duties of their office. $ 

Sec. 8. Provision shall be made by law for the sale of all 
school and university lands, after they shall have been ap- 
praised, and when any portion of such lands shall be sold, 
and the purchase money shall notbe paid at the time of the sale,the 
commissioners shall take security by mortgage upon the land sold 
for the sum remaining unpaid, with seven per cent. interest 
thereon, payable annually at the office of the treasurer. The 
commissioners shall be authorized.to execute a good and 
sufficient conveyance to all purchasers of such lands, and to 
discharge any mortgages taken as security, when the sum 
due thereon shall have been paid. The commissioners shall 
have power to withhold from sale any portion of such lands 
when they shall deem it expedient. and shall invest all monies 
arising from the sale of such lands,as well as all other univer- 
sity and school funds, in such manner as the legislature shall 
provide, and shall give such security for the faithful perform. 
ance of their duties as may be required by law. 
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ARTICLE XI. 


CORPORATIONS,

= 


Section 1. Corporations without banking powers or privi- 


' leges may be formed under general laws, but shall not be 


created by special aet, except for municipal purposes, and in 
eases where, in the judgment of the legislature, the objects 
of the corporation cannot he attained under general laws. 
All general laws or special acts enacted under the provisions 
of this section may be altered or repealed by the legislature 
at any time after their passage. 

Sec. 2. No municipal corporation shall take private proper- 
ty for public use against the consent of the owner, without 
the necessity thereof being first established by the verdict 
of a jury. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the legislature, and they are 
hereby empowered to provide for the organization of cities 
and incorporated villages, and to restrict their power of tax- 
ation, assessment, borrowing money, contracting debts, and 
loaning their credit, so as to prevent abuses in assessments 
and taxation, and in. contracting Sabte by such municipal 
corporations. 

Sec. 4. The legislature PN not have power to create, au- 
thorize, or incorporate, by any general or special law, any bank 
or banking power or privilege, or any institution or corporation, 
having any banking power or privilege whatever, except as pro- 
vided in this article. 

Sec. 5. The legislature may submit to the voters at any gen- 
eral election, the question of ** bank or no bank,” and if at any 
such election a number of votes equal to a majority of all the 
votes east at such election on that subject shall be in favor of 
banks, then the legislature shall have power to grant bank char- 
ters, or to pass a general banking law, with such restrictions and 
under such regulations as they may deem expedient and proper 
for the security of the bill-holders: Provided, That no such 
grant or law shall have any force or effect until the same shall 
have been submitted to a vote of the electors of the state at some 
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general election, and been approved by a majority of the votes 
cast on that subject-at such election.

ARTICLE XII. 
a - AMENDMENTS, 


Section 1. Any amendment or amendments to this constitu- 
tion may be proposed in either house of the legislature, and if the ` 
same shall be agreed to by a majority of the members elected 
to cach of the two houses, such proposed amendment or amend» 
ments shall be entered on their journals with the yeas and nays 
taken thereon, and referred to the legislature to be chosen at the 
next general election, and shall be published fur three months 
previous to the time of holding such election. And if in the leg- 
islature so next chosen, such proposed amendment or amend- 
ments shall be agreed to by a majority of all the members elec- 
ted to each house, then it shall be the duty of the legislature to 
submit such proposed amendment or amendments to the peo- 
ple, insuch manner and at such time as the legislature shall 
prescribe, and if the people shall approve and ratify such amend. 
ment or amendments by a majority of the electors voting there- 
on, such amendment or amendments shall become part of the 
constitution: Provided, That if more than one amendment be 
submitted, they shalt be submitted in such manner that the peo- 
ple may vote for or against such amendments separately. 

Sec. 2, If at any time a majority of the senate and assembly 
shall deem it necessary to call a convention to revise or change 
this constitution, they shall reeommend to the electors to vote 
for or against a convention at the next election for members of 
the legislature; and if it shall appear that a majority of the elec- 
tors voting thereon have voted for a convention, the legislature 
shall at its next session provide for calling such convention.

CONSTITUTION, ` 29 


ARTICLE XIII. 
MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS, 


Section 1» The political year for the state of Wisconsin shall 
commence on the first Monday in January in each year, and the 
general election shall be holden on the Tuesday succeeding the 
first Monday in November in each year. 

Sec. 2. Any inhabitant of this state who may hereafter be 
engaged, either directly or indirectly, in a duel, either as princi- 
pal or accessary, shail forever be disqualified as an elector, and 
from holding any office under the constitution and laws of this 
state, and may be punished in such other manner as shall be 
prescribed by law. 

Sec. 3. No member of congress, nor any person holding any 
office of profit or trust under the United States, (postmasters ex- 
cepted,) or under any foreign power; no person convicted of any 
infamous crime in any court within the -United States, and no 
person being a defaulter to the United States, or to this state, 
or to any county or town therein, or to any state or territory 
within the United States, shall be eligible to any office of trust, 
profit, or honor in this state. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the’ duty of the legislature to provide a 
great seal for the state, which shall be kept by'the secretary of 
state ; and all official acts of the governor, his approbation of the 
laws excepted, shall be thereby authenticated. 

Sec. 5. All persons residing upon Indian lands within any 
county of the state, and qualified to exercise the right of suffrage 
under this constitution, shall be entitled to vote at the polls which 
may be held nearest their residence, for state, United States, or 
county officers: Provided, that no person shall vote for county 
officers out of the county in which he resides, 

Sec. 6. The elective officers of the legislature, other than the 
presiding officers, shall bea chiefclerk, anda sergeant-at-arms, to 
be elected by each house. 

Sec. 7. No county. with an area of nine hundred square miles 
or less, shall be divided, or have any part stricken therefrom, 
without submitting the question to a vote of the people of the 
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county, nor unless a majority of all the legal voters of the coun- 
ty voting on the question, shall vote for the same. 

Sec, 8. No county seat shall be removed until, the point to 
which it is proposed to be removed, shall be fixed by law, anda 
majority ofi thé voters of the county, voting on the question, shall 
have voted in favor of its removal to such point. 

Sec, 9. All county officers whose election or appointment is 
not provided for by this constitution, shall be elected by the 
electors of the respective counties, or appointed by the boards of 
supervisors or ather county authorities, as the legislature shall 
direct. All city, town, and village officers, whost election o 
appointment is not provided for by this constitution, shall be 
elected by the electors ofesuch cities, towns and v illages, or of - 
some division thereof, or! |appointed by such authorities thereof, 
as the legislature shall jae for that purpose. All other of- 
ficers whose election or appointment is not provided for by this 
constitution, and all officers whose offices may hereafter be erea- 
ted by law, shall be elected by the people, or appointed as the 
legislature may direct. 

Sec. 10. The legislature may declare the cases in which any 
office shall be deemed vacant, and also the manner of filling the 
vacancy where no provision is made for that purpose, in this 
constitution.

ARTICLE XIV. 
SCHEDULE. 


Section 1. That no inconvenience may arise by reason of a 
change from a territorial to a permanent state government, it is - 
declared that all rights, actions, prosecutions, judgments, claims, 
and contracts, as well of individuals as of bodies corporate, shall 
continue as if no such change had taken place, and all process 
which may be issued under the authority of the territory ot 
Wisconsin, previous to its admission into the Union of the Uni-, 
ted States, shall be as valid as if issued in the name of the 
state. i 


Sec. 2. All laws now in force in the territory of Wisconsin, 
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which ate not repugnant fo this constitution, shall remain in 
force until they expire by their own limitation, or be altered or 
repealed by the legislature. 


Sec. 3. All fines, penalties, or ‘forfeitures, aceruing to the 
territory of Wisconsin, shall enure to the use of the state. 


Sec. 4. All recognizances heretofore taken, or which may 
be taken before the change from, territorial to a permanent state 
government, shall remain valid, and shall paza ta, and may be 
prosecuted in the name of the state, and all bonds exeeuted to 
the goyernor of the territory, or to any other officer or court, in 
his or ‘their official capacity, shall, pass to ihe governor or state 
authority, and their successors in office, for the uses therein re- 
spectively expresšed, and may be sued for and recovered ac- 
cordingly ; and all the estate or property, real, personal, or mix- 
ed, and all judgments, bonds, specialities, choses in action, and 
claims or debts of whatsoever description, of the territory of 
Wisconsin, Shall enure to and vest in the state of Wisconsin, 
and may be sued for and recovered in the same manner, and to 
the same extent, by the state of Wisconsin, as the same could 
have been by the territory of Wisconsin, All criminal prose- 
eutions and penal actions, which may have arisen, or which may 
arise before the change from a territorial to a state government, 
and which shall then be pending, shall be proseuuted to judg- 
ment and execution in the name of the state. All offences com- 
mitted against the laws ‘of the territory of Wisconsin, before the 
change from a territorial to a state government, and which shall 
not be prosecuted before such change, may be prosecuted in the 
name and by the authority of the state of Wisconsin, with like 
effect as though such change had not taken place; and all pen- 
alties incurred shall remain the same as if this constitution had 
not been adopted. All actions at law, and suits in equity, which 
may be pending in any of the courts’ of the territory of Wiscon- 
sin, at the time of the change from a territorial to a state governe 
ernment, may be continued and transferred to any court of the 
state which shall have jurisdiction of the subject matter thereof. | 


Sec. 5. All officers, civil and military. now holding their of- 


fices under the authority of the United States, or of the territory 
of Wisconsin, shall continue to hold and exercise their respec- 
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. 
tive oflices until they shall be superseded by the authority of the : 
state, 

Sec. 6. The first session of the legislature of the state of 
Wisconsin shall commence on the first Monday in June next, 
and shall be held at the village of Madison, which shall be and 
remain the seat of government until otherwise provided by law, 

Sec. 7. All county, precinct, and township officers, shall 
continue to hold their respective offices, unless removed by the 
competent authority, until the legislature shall in conformity 
with the provisions of this constitution provide;for the holding 
of elections to fill such offices respectively. 

Sec. 8. The president of this convention shall immediately 
after its adjournment cause a fair copy of this constitation, tò- 
gether with a copy of the act of the legislature of this. territory, 
entitled ** An act in relation to the formation of a state govern- 
ment in Wisconsin, and to change the time of holding the an- 
nual session of the legislature,” approved October 27th, 1847, 
providing for the calling of this convention, and also a copy of 
so much of the last census of this territory as exhibits the num- 
ber of its inhabitants, to be forwarded to the President of the 
United States, to be laid before the congress of the United States 
at its present session. 

Sec. 9. This constitution shall be submitted at an election to | 
be held on the second Monday in March next, for ratification or | 
rejection, to all white male persons of the age of twenty-one | 
years, or upwards. who shall then be residents of this territory 
and citizens of the United States, or shall have declared their 
intention to become such in conformity. with the Jaws of con- 
gress on the subject of naturalization; and all persons having 
such qualifications shall be entitled to vote for or against the 
adoption of this constitution, and for ail officers first elected un- 
der it. And if the constitution be ratified by the said electors, 
it shall become the constitution of the state of Wisconsin. On 
such of the ballots as are for the constitution, shall be written or 
printed the word * yes,’” and on such as are against the consti- 
tution the word “no.” The election shall be conducted in the 
manner now prescribed: by law, and the returns made by the 
clerks of the boards of supervisors or county commissioners (as 
the case may be) to the governor of the-territory, at any time 
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before the tenth day of April next. : And in the event of the rat- 
ification of this constitution, by a majority ot all the votes given, 
it shall be the duty of the governor of this territory to make proc- 
jamation of the seme, and to transmit a digest of the returns to 
the senate and assembly of the state, on the first day of their 
session. An election shall be held for governor and lieutenant 
governor, treasurér, allorney general, members of the state legis- 
fature, and members of congress,-oa the second Monday of 
May next, and no other or further notice df.garh election shall 
be required. i 


Sec. 10. Two members of congress shall also be elected on 
the second Monday of May next; ‘and until otherwise provided 
by law, the counties of Milwaukee, Waukesha, Jefferson, Ra- 
vine, Walworth, Rock and Green, shall constitute the first con- 
gressional district, and elect one member; and the counties of 
Washington, Sheboygan, Manitouwoc, Calumet, Brown, Winne- 
hago, Fond du Lac, Marquette, Sauk, Portage, Columbia, Dodge, 
Dane, Iowa, La Fayette, Grant, Richland, Crawford, Chippe- 
wa, St. Croix and La Pointe, shall’ constitute the second con- 
gressional district, and shall eleet one member. 


See. 11, The several elections provided for in this article 
shall be conducted according to the existing laws of the territo- 

: Provided that no eleeter shall be entitled to vote, except in 
i town, ward, or precinct where he resides. ‘The returns of 
election for senators and members of assembly shall be trans- 
mitted to the clerk of the board of supervisors, or county com- 

missioners, as the case may be, and the votes shall be canvassed, 
and certificates of election issued, as now provided by law. In 
the first senatorial district, the returns of the election for senator 
shall be made to the proper officer in the county of Brown. In 
the secénd senatorial district, to the proper officer in the county 
of Columbia. In the third senatorial district, to the proper offi- 
eer in the county of Crawford. In the fourth senatorial district, 
to the proper officer in the county of Fond du Lac; and in the 
fifth senatorial disirict, to the proper officer in the county of Io- 
wa, The returns of election for state officers and members of 
congress shall be certified and transmitted to the speaker of the 
assembly at the seat of government, in the same manner as the 
votes for delegate to congress are required to be certified and re- 
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turned by the laws of the territory of Wisconsin, to the Secretary 
of said territory, and în such time that they may be received on 
the first Monday in June next; and as soonas the legislature shalt 
be organized, the speaker of the assembly and the president of the 
senate shall, in the presence of both houses, axamine the returns 
and declare who’ are daly elected to fill the several offices here.

Sec, 14, ‘Phe senators first elected in the even numbered sen- 
ate districts, the governor, lieutenant governor, and other state 
officers first elected under this constitution, shall enter upon 
the duties of their respective offices on the first Monday of June 
next, and shall continue in office for one year from the first 
Monday of January next, The senators first elected in the odd 
numbered senate districts, and the members of the assembly 
first elected, shall enter upon their duties respectively on the first 
Monday of June next, and shall continue in office until the first 
Monday in January next. 

Sec. 15. The oath of office may be administered by any 
judge or justice of the peace, until the legislature shall otherwise 
direct.

Resolved, That the congress of the United States be and 
is hereby requested, upon the application of Wisconsin for 
admission into the Union, so to alter the provisions of an act 
of congress entitled * an act to grant a quantity of land to 
the territory of Wisconsin for the purpose of aiding in open

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inga canal to connect the waters of Lake Michigan with 
those of Rock River,” approved June eightéenth, eighteen 
hundred and thirty-eight ; and so to alter the terms and con: 
ditions of the grant made therein, that the add qumbered 
sections ti creby granted and remaining wasnld, may be held 
and disposed of by the state of Wisconsin, a3 part of the five 
hundred thousand acres of -land to which said state is enti- 
tled by the provisions of anact of congress, entitled an act 
to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of the public lands, 
and tu grant preemption rights,” approved the fourth day of 
September, eighteén hundred and forty-one; and further, 
that the even num bored sections reserved by congress may 
be oered for sale by the United States for the same mimi- 


mum prise, aad subject to the same rights of pre“emption as 


other public lands of the United States. 

Resolved; That congress be further requested to pass an 
act whereby the excess price over and above one dollar and 
twenty-five cents per acre, which may have been paid by the 
purchasers of said,even numbered sections which shall have 
been sold by the United States, be refunded to the present 
owners thereof, or they be allowed to enter any of the publie 
lands of the United States, to an amount equal in value to 
the excess so paid, 

Resolved, That in case the odd numbered sections shali 
be ceded to ake state as aforesaid, the same shall be sold by 
the state in the same manner as other school lands: Frori- 
ded, That the same rights of pre-emption as are now granted 
by the laws of the United States shall be secured te persons 
who may be actually settled upen such lands at the time of 
the adoption of this constitution: And provided further, 
That the excess price over and above one dollar and twenty- 
five cents per acre, absolutely or conditionally contracted to 
be paid by the purchasers of any part of sard sections which 
shall have been sold by the territory of Wisconsin, shall be 
remitted to such purchasers, their representatives, or as- 
signs. 

- Resolved, That congress be requested, upon the applica- 
tion of Wisconsin for admission înto the Union, to pass an 
act whereby the grant of five hundred thousand acres of land, 
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towhich the state of. Wisconsin îs entitled by the provisions . 
of an act of congress entitled “an act to abpropriate the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre-emp- 
tion rights,” approved the fourth day of September, eight- 
een hundred and forty-one, anl also the five per centum, of 
the nett proceeds of the publi: lands Iving within the state, - 
to which it shall become entitled on its admission into the 
Union, by the provisions of an act at congress, entitled “an 
act to enable the people of Wisconsin territory to form a con- 
stitution and state government, and for the admission of such 
state Into the Union,” approved the sixth day of August, 
eighteen hundred and forty-six, shall be granted to the state 
of Wisconsin for the use of schools, instead of the purposes 
mentioned in said acts of congress respectively. 

Resoleed, That tae congress of the United States, be, and 
hereby is requested, upon the admission of this state into the 
Union, so as to alter the provisions of the act of congress, en- 
titled “an act to grant a certain quantity of land to aid in the 
improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers, and to con- 
nect the same by a canal in the territory of Wisconsin,” that 
the price of the lands reserved to the United States shall be 
reduced to the minimum price of the public lands. 

Resolved, That the legislature of this state shall make 
provision by law for the sale of the lands granted to the state 
in aid of said improvements, subject to the same rights of 


pre-emption to the settlers thereon, as are now allowed by 
law to settlers on the public lands. ` 

Resolved, That the foregoing resolutio ns be appended to 
and signed with the constitution of Wisconsin, and submitted 
therewith to the people of this territoay, and to the congress 
of the United States.
